A d m i n i stration Studies 
New Farm 'Rental' Plan 
Would Lease Land to 
Reditcev€rop Surplus 


NEW YORK (irt—The New York Herald Tribune said- today the 


Agriculture Department is actively. considering a multi-million-dollar 
plan that calls for restricting farm output by leasing land from the 
farmers. 


A Washington ^dispatch to the 


newspaper said the plan is de- 
signed to strengthen 
dropping 


farm prices by cutting tog-heavy 
food production and surpluses. 


The objective was said to be "to 


plug a major gap in the Eisen- 
hower administration's farm pro- 
gram." 


The story quoted Agriculture De- 


partment officials as saying the 
plan would cost the government 
about 500 million* dollars a year. 


The plan was described this 


way: 


About 40 million acres of pri- 


vately held farm land would be 
rented by the government at an 
average price of more than S10 
an acre. Farmers who received 
the rental payments would, be re- 
quired to plant soil-building crops 
on the acres leased by the govern- 
ment and they would be forbidden 
to use the land to grow crops for 
home consumption or marketing. 


The 40 million acres represent 


land that will be diverted by gov- 
ernment acreage allotments from 
production of the six "basic" crops 
—wheat, corn, cotton, rice, pea- 
nuts and tobacco. 


The Herald Tribune story noted 


•that the government ncjfr is enforc- 
ing acreage controls fh an effort 
to curb overproduction. "But the 
administration has 
found." 
the 


story added, "that its control 
scheme works badly because farm- 
ers use land that has been diverted 
from the six 'basics' to grow other 
crops."

Scores of ships were idle and 


cargoes were piling up on piers. 
Some 70 ships \vere tied up in 
New York harbor.

Assn. CILA'i. in- 


dependent told a meeting of dock 
workers: 


"Whatever is going on in the 


outer ports, you can be- sure that 
strategy is being worked, but I 
can't say very much more now." 


He said some confusion had been 


expressed about the intentions and 
activity in the other East Coast 
ports outside New York. 


The shipping firms and Water-

ASHTON —(Special)—The 


board of education for Com- 
munity Unit School District 
271 Thursday night voted 5-2 
to call a special vote Oct. 8 on 
a three-high school building 
program. 


The vote on calling the ref- 


erendum climaxed a 4% hour 
meeting during which Vernon 
Schnell, board member from 
Lee Center, charged that the 
majority "small school" fac- 
tion of the board has been 
holding private meetings to 
determine policy. He also 
said he expects a three-school 
election to be "tied up'' but 
did not specify what action 
might be made. 


In all roll call votes on the pro- 


gram the board split 5-2 with

The .program calls for 
high 


schools in Ashton. Franklin Grove 
and Pawpaw, with the Franklin 
school also serving the Let Cen- 
ter area. 


The ballot will carry proposals 


to build and/or repair schools in 
each of the four towns. A $925,000 
bond issue is proposed to finance 
the work. 


While the ballot will not list how 


much money would go to the in- 
dividual towns, the board went on 
record as intending- to allocate the 
following amounts: 


$345,000 for a new school build- 


ing in Ashton. 


J75,000 for an addition and re- 


pairs to the existing Ashton School. 


$25.000 for repairs to the Lee 


Center school. 
. $240,000 for a new 
Franklin 


Grove high school. 


$240,000 for an addition to the 


Pawpaw school. 


Englehart proposed the allot- 


ment of funds in that manner. 
Gaskins criticized it as being heav- 
ily weighted in favor of Franklin 
Grove. He said it would make a 
$550,000 investment in Franklin.

field instructed the postmaster* at 
Mount Morrif, -Si., on Aug. 27 to 
send sample copies of the maga- 
zine to Washington "for examina- 
tion and advice as to their mail- 
ability," ajict later denied the mag- 
azine the right Jo use the.mails. 


The magazine, which purports to 


give the inside story on events and 
persons of prominence or notoriety,, 
is published at Mount Morris. 


Edward Bennett Williams, attor- 


ney in tht injunction suit, said it;

Issues Order 


After the suit was filed, the Poet 


Office Department confirmed to a 
reporter that a "withhold from 
dispatch" order against the maga- 
zine had been issued. A spokesman 
said there had been no public an- 
nouncement of the action.

magazine's request for an injunc- 
tion.

The suit, filed on behalf of Rob- 


ert Harrison, president of Confi- 
dential, Inc., said that Summer- 
field's onJer was sent out without 
informing the magazine of its is- 
suance, without giving any grounds 
for holding- up its mailing and 
without any hearing. 


Williams said all of these things 


violate the Constitution and federal 
law. 


Williams told newsmen that the 


order went out too late to inter- 
fere with mailing of most of the 
current issue of the magazine, the 
November issue, and that only 15,- 
000 copies were held up. Later, 
he said, these 15.000 copies v/ere 
allowed to move through the mails 
since so many others had already 
been put into the mail.

two months.

to reunify Germany.

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Caution on Cyprus 


If ever an issue called for caution and moderation, it is 


the question of the island of Cyprus which now is under dis- 
cussion in London among representatives of Great Britain, 
Greece and Turkey. 


Unless reason prevails, the world may witness another 


explosion of violence on this Mediterranean isle, whose his- 
tory goes back to the very roots of Western civilization. 
Such an outbreak might gravely damage the fabric of the 
West's solidarity. 


Cyprus, third largest island in the Mediterranean after 


Sicily and Sardinia, is under British rule. Currently it is also 
the site of Britain's Middle East military command. 


'But after four-fifths of the island's 500,000 people are 


of Greek origin, and the other fifth Turkish. A strong move- 
ment exists to give these people the right to choose their 
political future. 


In 1950, an unofficial plebiscite conducted by the Church 


showed 95 per cent of the Greek Cypriots favoring union with 
Greece. Last December, the United Nations received the 
issue, and the General Assembly voted to postpone considera- 
tion "for the time being." 


Unquestionably, if nothing happens meantime, the U.N. 


will be asked again this year to act on tjje matter. The Lon- 
don talks would seem to be an effort to forestall U.N. re- 
•view by achieving some headway among the interested 
powers. 


Britain thus far has refused all demands for self-deter- 


mination in Cyprus. The arguments are severaT,*but the 
chief one is that Britain must keep control of the island to 
safeguard its military establishment there. 


It has offered the Cypriots a "constitution," and sug- 


gested joint use of the base by Greece, Turkey and-Britain, 
most likely under NATO auspices. 


The Turks support the British. They are said to fear 


Greek control of Cyprus for strategic reasons, since it lies 
just 45 miles off the Turkish coast. They claim a natural 
interest in the island because of its 100,000 Turks. 


Some~ evidence exists that Britain earlier consciously 


enlisted Turkish opposition to Greek demands. And appar- 
ently extremists in Turkey have inflamed popular opinion 
so that Greek-Turkish relations are now suffering. 


Greece simply asks that a date for a plebiscite, Who'se 


outcome is a foregone conclusion, be set for some definite 
time within the reasonable future. At the same time, the 
Greeks would -assure Britain unrestricted use of its present 
Cyprus military base, and offer in addition other military 
rights on the Greek mainland.

On its face this proposition looks utterly fair. It de- 


prives Britain of nothing but control over the Cypriot civilian 
population, which thereafter could be expected to be more 
rather than less friendly to the British military. 


Certainly others in the West can see little sanity in a 


bitter quarrel over strategic interests, among three powers 
alrjeady bound together in the broad, vitally strategic com- 
•nronity of NATO.

I There must be a way to protect these interests without 


•indefinitely suppressing the aspirations of the Cypriots. As 
the British should have learned in Iran and elsewhere, un- 
imaginative delay can do irreparable harm. 


The beginnings of a real solution, rather than another 


postponement, ought to emerge from the London talks on 
srus."

Cana- 
da, that when Vasco de Garnma 
sailed around the Cap* of Good 
Hope in 1498, 100 of his men per- 
ished from scurvy out of a crew 
of 160. 


On this continent in 153$ scurvy

If vitamin C is absent in the diet 
for a long time, the bone of the 
jaw can actually decay. It is 
worth avoiding!

CHICAGO («—Former President 


Harry S. Truman said today the 
Communist countries seem to be 
taking a more peaceful course but 
that America must keep up its 
guard until it is sure. 


He decried 
cuts he «aid the 


Eisenhower administration is mak- 
ing in the military establishment. 
His own administration, he said, 
began a buildup of the armed 
forces that "has had much to do 
with bringing about the attitude of 
apparent reasonableness on the 
part of the Communists." 


"If we value peace and free- 


dom, we must be strong," he said 
in an address prepared for the 
Executives' Club of Chicago, a 
predominantly Republican group. 


His text, primarily about foreign 


policy, did not refer to President 
Eisenhower or the Republican par- 
ty by name. 


learned Lesson 


He said he was speaking as a 


former 
president "who learned 


some important lessons from hard 
experience." 


"The Communists have hi recent 


months seemed, on the surface at 
least, to desire a lessening of world 


up our guard. It is very easy, when 
the air is filled with sweet reason- 
ableness, to begin to relax a little. 
It is exceedingly easy, but it can 
also be awfully fatal. We must be 
sure that while we talk of peace 
the balance of power does not shift 
against the free word. We must 
be sure that while we talk of peace, 
the peoples of the free world do 
not lose their faith in freedom and 
fall prey to subversion and tyran- 
ny."

Prisoner 
Talks After 
18 Years 


MCALESTER, Okla. 


that moment in 1934 when John 
A. Cane pointed to the spot where 
he buried his slain faimly, he 
vowed a life of silence. For 18 
long years as a convict at Okla- 
homa State Penitentiary, he kept 
his vow. 


The incredible story of the pris- 


oner who wouldn't talk was re- 
vealed Thursday. He decided to 
talk in hopes of winning a parole. 


It was told by reporters for the 


Tulsa Tribune, which said it agieed 
to keep the secret learned in June 
1952. 


Former Warden Jerome Waters 


said Cane Mas arrested a few days 
after his wife and three children 
disappeared from their home. Af- 
ter questioning-, he broke down and 
admitted killing them and burying 
their bodies in "hallo-'v graves. He 
took officers to the spot." 


From that moment -on, he re~ 


fused to say another word. 


The 61-year-6ia convict said in 


an interview that "I made up my 
mind I'd never say another word 
and decided I'd play I couldn't 
hear."" 


The vow of silence was ' roken 


after Cane was told at a mental 
hospital where he was taken for a 
sanity hearing that he would not 
get a parole if he did not talk. 
He also was warned he would 
reach a stage where he wouldn't 
be able to- talk. 


When he was returned to prison. 


other inmates were told he had 
undergone surgery to restore his 
speech and hearing. 


It was feared that Cane, consid- 


ered a "dummy" by the other 
prisoners, might be in danger if 
prisoners discovered he had been 
able to hear things they had said 
in his presence. But Cane, who 
consented to the interview, appar- 
ently was unworried on that score.

The Federal Reserve Boaxd ap- 


proved, effective today, a move by 
six additional reserve banks to 
boost their discount rate from 2 to 
2% per cent. That is the rate at 
which they lend money to member 
commercial banks, which in turn 
lend to businessmen and others. 


The action was taken by the re- 


serve banks of New York, Rich- 
mond, Chicago, Kansas City, Dal- 
las and San Francisco. It made 
the 2Vi per cent rate effective in 
10 of the 12 reserve districts. Only 
the Boston and Minneapolis re- 
serve Banks are still lending at 2 
per cent. 


The 2i,t per cent lending rate of 


:he reserve banks is the highest 
level in 20 years, and is considered 
definitely a "restrictive" lending 
rate. A little more than a month 
ago, it was only i»i per cent. 


A higher rate make it more ex- 


pensive for member commercial 
banks to borrow from the reserve 
system to expand their own busi- 
ness, consumer and p e r s o n a l 
cans.
